JERUSALEM, March 4 (fl^— The Jewish untJcrffround 
declared a war of ever-mounting ferocity today to drive the 
British out of Palcstino and opened it with a rattle of gun- 
fire and crash of explosives which drew blood in several 
scattered sectors. 

Two BritlBh service trucks were blown up, causing seven 
casualties, n band armed with small arms and grenades at- 
tacked an army camp at Hcdera, between Haifa and Tel 
■ Aviv. Two soldiers were 
wounded. Grenades were hurl- 
ed from a black limousine into 
n Haifa military camp.

NEXT: WORLD TRADE POLICY 
Tho development ol a bipartisan forclKn 
policy l3 certainly one o( America's major 
postwar achievements. Tested under lire, 
It has withstood some sharp attacks and 
emerged strong and with a promise of cn- 
durlnB. Yet Its scope Is more limited than 
the name suggests- 

Our unanimity is confined to the political 
side of foreign relations. In the field of Inter- 
national trade and finance 'there are still 
some sharp divisions. They arc not so much 
between Democrats and Republicans as be- 
tween groups within each party. And so 
long as they exist It cannot truly be said 
that wc have bipartisan agreement on foreign 
policy. 

The question behind these differences Is: 
Can the United States combine political In- 
ternationalism with economic Isolationism? 
That question has been sharpened by the 
election of a Republican majority in congress, 
even though the answers ore not divided on a 
strictly party basis. And the Republicans, 
realizing this, are facing the Issue. 

Discussion of tariffs and reciprocal trade 
agreements is starting up among Republican 
congressmen. A lot of debate, much of It 
hot, Is Inevitable before they reach an agree- 
ment. Some senators would like to go back 
to the Smoot-Hawley days of high tariff right 
away. Some want to give the trade-agree- 
ment Job back to congress. Others want to 
avoid this step with Its "Inevitable log-roll- 
ing." Still others would ban tariff reductions 
lor a matter of years. 

Harold E. Stasson, who never fears to stick 
his neck out, had some Interesting things to 
say on the subject In his Lincoln day speech. 

He supported his argument for "worldwide 
economic participation" by calling attention 
to thesa factors: American productivity is 
Increasing . tremendously; we have become 
the great creditor nation of the world; wc are 
dependent on the rest ol the world for much 
of our raw material; world peace Is Impossible 
without a ateady Improveipent In the living 
standards of other peoples everywhere. 

Our choice, Mr. Stassen says. "Is either to 
go forward npw with the reciprocal trode 
agreements, or to slide backward In economic 
Isolation." Obviously, he would like to see his 
party take the forward step. Yet he counsels 
gradual adjustments and Improved methods 
of negotiating ogreements, with due care lor 
American Industry and agriculture, and safe- 
guards against dumping of goods, exceeding 
quota limitations, and so on. 

Whether or not one agrees with Mr. Stassen, 
there arc certain facta of our modem eco- 
nomic life that are dear. Many countries 
have borrowed money from this govcrnmenL 
They need American products. America needs 
to keep production high permanently. When 
the current unnatural demand at home has 
abated, our Industry wilt need to sell to other 
countries. Our people would like to see the 
government's loans repaid. . 

But to buy goods and pay debts these other 
countries need to sell. , If they cannot sell 
here they will sell somewhere else Tliclr raw 
materials that wo need will go where these 
countries receive the best treatment. 

It Is to our national self-lnterest to sell 
goods and to get back goods and dollars. How 
and by how much trade barriers must be 
broken down to achieve this Is the problem 
before the "Vlepubllcan congress. It's not on 
easy one. and there wUl be some rough going 
before It Is solved.

Box cars ore wearlnc out tvtry day and replace- 
ments do not amount to half thooe scrapped. The ca- 
pacity tor construction of niw units Is 8.000 a month, 
but only about 3,000 are being built. Despite tar heavier 
demands. Uiere are 30.000 fewer freight cora on the 
rails now tlian there were a yeer ago. 

Coal, wheat, lumber, ateel. finished articles, etc, 
have piled up tor lack of shipment to such an extent 
that there are not sufficient warehouses to hold them. 
Perishable stuff la rolUng throughout tho nation. 

REASON— Severe weather, strikes and shipment ot 
newlj- constructed box cat3 to Canada and foiclgn 
countries are purtlally responsible tor the blockade 
ot American transporiAUon. But the larger reason is 
that the economlo controllers at Washli^ton will not 
release enough steel, lumber and otlicr materleb tor 
alUout producUon ol new laclUilea. 

Oovemment ottlclals acquainted with the gravity ot 
the situation have tried to obuin a Urgcr allocation 
tor the building ot box cani. Out so tar they have not 
been able to impress their colkiiguet. The Utter prefer
